STILL. LATER. 

New Youk, May 30. 
Further advices from Poland—Repulse 
o the Poles--Tr uhles in Greece and 
Turkey — 7 rlumph oj the People in the 
Englisn Elections. 

At a late hour this morning, it was an¬ 
nounced that the parket ships Erie, Cap¬ 
tain Funk, from Havre, anil Florida, 
Capt. Tinckham, from Liverpool, were 
below. Between 12 and one o’clock, 
our boat arrived with Paris papers of 
May 1st and Liverpool of May 2nd all 
inclusive, with Prices Current and Ship¬ 
ping Lists to the latest dates. 

As all eyes are at the present moment 
din cted to Poland, we shall in the first 
instance glance at the intelligence from 
that quarter. The Prussian State Gazette 
of April 22d contains the following offi¬ 
cial article:— 

From the Russian Head Quarters, 
April 14.—Fi eld Marshal Count Die- 
bilsch ti ansferred his head-qrs. on the 
10th to Siedlic, where the whole Russian 
army is now united. Theenemy had avoid¬ 
ed the attacks at nil points kthe badness 
of the road continued to make rapid 
moveiii' ntsimpossible; and, as such large 
masses ol troops could not find suste¬ 
nance in a country, already exhausted, 
the Russian Commander judged it best 
to effect his union with the corps of Gen. 
Rosen and Pahlen. This has been done 
and operations will he now recommenc¬ 
ed. 

“On the 14th, the first division of Gren¬ 
adiers attacked the enemy on the lelt 
bank of the Liwice, and drove him to 
the other side with a loss of three hundred 
prisoners, and many killed and wounded. 
To morrow we shall be able to give a 
more detailed account of the whole course 
of the Russian operations.” 

Much more importance seems to be 
attached to this capture of three hundred 
Polish prisoners, that such an event would 
be likely lo inspire, were they not hard 
pressed. 

On the other hand, we have the follow¬ 
ing. aKo given in the Prussian Gazette, 
from Wat saw April 17 — 

‘•On the 14th a letter was read here, 
from the Gen ral-in-Chief to the Gov¬ 
ernor of Warsaw, in which he says, that 
iif case he should have to go to a greater 
dislanre in pursuit ol the enemy, he shall 
dc end on the firmness and bravery of 
the citizens of Waisaw; and was assured 
that under the conduct of Gen. Kru’ko- 
uierki, they would defend thecitv to the 
utmost against any hostile attack ”

principal persons addressed the ritizens, 
who declared tt,ey were ready to exert 
themselves to the ulmoit. The head 
quarters of the Commander-in-Chief, 
which on the 7th were still at Sienneca, 
were on the 11th at Jendezejow. 

The Po/i.t/i Gazette reports that the 
Russian Guards upon the Bug are now 
aff ding their junction with the army of 
Fidd-Marshal Diebitsch. 

The papers are filled with details of the 
movements of the Russian armies; hut 
thev go merely to prove the fact that they 
remain on the defensive, and that all their 
elfor‘s for the subjugation of Poland have 
as vet proved abortive. 

The London papers of the 28th pub¬ 
lished the following paragraph, from the 
Constitution^ of ’he preceding day:
